The Railroad's Side.

It has been said over and over, when-
ever a strike of tin workmen in so;u
industry bepin to affect varum other
industries and trade, that in the end the
public has to pay the bills. And this is
true, lint there are other victims and
some that do not always succeed In

recompensing themselves eventually at
the public cost.

For instance, several years apo the
Central Vermont railway- purchased five
hundred platform cars for tiie
better handling of the pranitc traffin
on it line. It is needless to say that
such an equipment cost many thousands
of dollars, and it may be interest ing just
now to know that this particular equip
ment ha not been paid for yet, but is
represented by a debt which the. railroad
has been carrying along at interest for
some time.

Now what is the result of the strike
in the prnnite industry in Vermont upon
the Central Vermont railway. Several
hundred of these cars are Ivitifr idle on
sidetracks up and down the line, not only
rot eantinjf a single pennv to offset
their own maintenance and depreciation,
but not earning- a sinpla penny to pay
their original purchase price. And all the
time the interest., on the principal repre
sented by eacb one of them poe on pil-in-

up in larper and larger flpttres.

active and there is ft demand for cars, the
railroad i si an easy target for criticism
if it does not always afford the prompt-
est and best facilities, in the way of
transportation.
